3 * '’Soviet trucks use chains on their rear wheels while driving on such roods in 
winter. There is always some Ice on the '.laetima’ wooden hoards, despite the 
snov removal. The trucks also need chains where the rood slopes. 

4 . "special brigades of Inmates of the various hard labor coops scattered along 
such roads in the Urals and in Siberia clear the snow In winter, under MV 3 
supervision. These roods ore built parallel to railroad lines to make such 
maintenance easier. Hard, labor camps exist six to 10 km apart along socks of 
these roads, e. g. from Ivdel to Buro*ntovo«an~' is cleared from tho wooden 
boards of the road and for one meter on either aids. The forcod labor main* 
tenance crews also keep the roads in repair. 

5 * These roads are aingle-ltno • in most places thuy can toLe only one truak at 
a time* To occcmmodate two-way traffic,* every three or four km a road branches 
off and runs parallel to tbs original rtad for 50-100 meterc, tihon rejoins it.
